Hunger Crazed Rioters Form Into 


Mobs and Disorder Bans 


Bife. 


BERLIN, February 26.— The authorities 


have taken great alarm over the occur- 
rences of laefc night and have been on the 
qui vive, expecting that far more eerioiifl 
disturbances would follow the discovery 
of their own strength by the working- 
men. 


Laat night every policeman waa on 


duly. The chief of police, in company 
with several of his aides on horseback, 
Tieited different parts of the city, that 
have been the eccnes of disturbance. 


Disorders on tho outskirts of .Berlin 


are far more serious than in tho center 
of the city. Inflamed by. their excesses 
yesterday and last night the riotere and 
many members who had passed the 
whole night on the streets, began to re- 
new their dieturbance this morning. 
Law abiding citizens of the city have 
taken alarm and many of them do 'not 
darO'toileave their dwellings.

At an early hour this morning crowdi 


oC workingmoii began to assemble in 
unter dan Linden. 
There a strong force 


o£ police were present, however, ,»hd 
they kept the ciowd of idlers continually 
moving. 
^ By noon the crowds had been aug- 
mented to such an extent that the po- 
lice were compelled to charge them. 
They met Jwith determined resistance, 
but finally disperaed'the riotere. 


Tho mob In Kaiser Wilhelm Btraeae 


was especially determined to hold their 
ground. The police charged them sev- 
eral times with drawn' swords and 
finally, after a determibed resistance ori 
the part of the rioters, who fought with 
sticks and stones, -they were routed. 
Quite a number of members of the mob 
were severely hurt and all the leaders 
loll into the hands of the police. 


Several socialiet meetings were held in 


the vicinity of the bourse, and this fact 
did not have a reassuring; effect upon 
their supporters there, as it waa feared 
that the mob might attack that ho&d- 
qttarters. 


•Disorderly workingmen assembled At 


several other points in tho city, notably 
in the vicinity of the Brondenberg p;ato, 
tho museum and tho square in front of 
tho opera houae, but when ordered to 
disperse by the police they did HO, mat- 
tering threats but offering no resistance. 


At noon another large crowd collected 


in tho opora house equate. The police 
charged the mob with drawn swords and 
dispersed them with little resistance. 
Seven ringleaders of the mob were ar- 
rested. 
It Is evident that soldiers will be nsod 


against the riotous element only asm last 
resort to establish order. It is believed 
by many people that, owing to Inade- 
quacy, tho police force cannot handle 
the disturbance, though thus far thoif 
conduct merits the highest praise. 


The government should adopt some 


mfeafluroa to nut do &n tho trouble at 
once and for all. Roughs tried to break 
through the lino of police at the castle 
gates, •udalmostsuccertdedlwhenaforco 
of mounted officers arrived and broke up 
tho crowd, riding down and injuring 
many of them. 


Emperor William does not show any 


anxiety as to tho final outcome of the 
present trouble.

mob of 3000 roughs continued m Koeen- 
thaler Btrasfle until 10 o'clock tonight. 
The police attacked the rioters with the 
flat sides of sabers, when tbe mob waa 
at length routed and dispersed into side 
streets, where the scattered bands began 
the work of looting tho sbopBof butchers 
and bakers. 
It ia asserted that only few genuine 


workmen took part in the demonstra- 
tions. 
It was remarked today that the police 


were less self controlled than yesterday, 
«a they attacked mobs in a more violent 
manner and did not scruple to use the 
-edge of their sabers. The result is the 
number of wounded ia larger than yes- 
terday. 
In Michaelkircbe Strasse the crowd be- 


came 60 enraged at the policeman who 
drew his sword that he was disarmed and 
dragged to a near by canal. 
Had it not 


been for the arrival of a detachment of 
mounted officers he would have been 
drowned. 
As it was he was badly 


beaten.

'He reported the matter to Policemen 
Smith and Grady and upon his descrip- 
tion Jack Wright was oricslcrt in China- 
town by Deputy Countable Woflbrd and 
taken to jail on a charge o! robbery. 
Wright had: ?27 on his person when 
searched at jail, and Mr. Woflbrd learned 
that he and »tall man bad been drink- 
ing and carousing in Chinatown from the 
time the crime was eaid to have occured 
until the arrest was made.
